MORE TAXES FOR FRANCE. 
Ono a Burden Which the Taxed are 
Glad to Assume. 


The new Minister of Finance, 
Georges Cochery, has achieved the 
impossible. He has proposed a 
scheme for additional taxation 
which has not aroused a ery of pro- 
test. He has actually found a form 
of taxation which is expected to 
yield $7,600,000 and which those on 
whom it is imposed are glad to pay. 

He has kept some taxes which his 
predecessor, M. Caillaux, had pro- 
posed to introduce into the bud- 
get, including the increased tax 
on automobolies, and he has pro- 
posed several new taxes. He has 


discarded M. Caillaux’s succession 
duties, but he proposes to make 
grandchildren and great-grandchil- 
dren who inherit directly from their 
grandfathers pay at the same rate 
as their fathers would have paid. 
Sons or daughters who inhent 
more than their natural share from 
their father’s estate will have to 
pay at the same rate as a stranger 
cn the supplementary part falling 
to them. 

Of course M. Cochery has resort- 
ed to the two great standbys of 
French financial Ministers in want 
of money—tobacco and drink. For 
smoking tobacco he has not offend- 
<d people by raising the price, but 
has slightly diminished the size of 
the packet. At the same time he 
has promised to have small packets 
put up at four or five cents instead 
of the present awkward cube. 
Cheaper cigarettes up to ten cents 
au packet and cigars which cost one 
cent and two cents are not to be al- 
tered in price. Higher priced ci- 
gars are to be raised about 25 per 
cent. é 

M. Caillaux intended to require 
al receipted bills up to $2 to bear 
& one cent receipt stamp. M. Co- 
chery has left receipts under $2 
free from a stamp, but proposes a 
two cent stamp for receipts be- 
tween $2 and $40, a four cent stamp 
for receipts between $40 and $20U 
a 10 cent stamp for receipts up to 
$2,000 and a 20 cent stamp for re- 
ceipts exceeding $2,000. 

Like M, Caillaux, he hopes to in- 
crease the tax on advertising pos- 
ters and he would make luminous 
advertisements pay double rates, 
for he says they serve a double pur- 
pose, as ordinary advertisements 
in the day and luminous at night.” 

Anybody opening a new place for 
the sale of drink will pay a tax 
equal to a year’s rent. 

But M. Cochery’s triumph is to 
make wine growers and absinthe 
and bitters menufacturers provide 
the State with, $7,600,000 and glad 
t.. dé it. Hhis he has accomplish- 
ed by proposing that every bottle 
of wine, absinthe. bitters, ete., 
should bear a small label provided 
by the Government at a cost of two 
cents or so.

MARVELS OF TITANIUM. 


The cause of the remarkable ef- 
fects produced by the addition of 
about one per cent. of titanium al- 
loy to iron and steel is still under 
dliscussion. In the case of chilled| 
iron car-wheels, it is found that! 
the alloy makes the metal closer 
grained, and free from blow-holes.

When 
filled with molten steel the molds 
remain black, and have proved very 
lasting. A casting of titanium-al- 
loyed iron heats less than ordin- 
ary casting when worked under a 
tool, and, on the other hand, tools 
of titanium steel are less heated 
than others in service.

NEW ZEALAND CALL BIRD. | 


Used by Huntsmen to Decoy Wild 
Parrots, 


The New Zealand kakapo, or 
large parrot, with all its credit for 
brains, allows itself to be caught 
1’ a very simple manner, 

In the dusk of the early dawn 
the Maoris, carrying tame kakapos | 
tied to long sticks, set off to hunt. 
These are the call birds who are 
used to attract by their screams | 
the large flocks of kakapos flying | 
overhead, : 
When one Maori tethers the call 
birds by the leg, and sets them 
screaming to the full extent of their 
lusty lungs, another cuts as many | 
perches as there are men in the 
bunting party from the neighbor- 
ing bush. By means of flax bands 
these are lashed firmly to different 
parts of a little hut or ‘‘whare’’ 
(in which the hunters secrete them- 
selves), so as to act as perches for 
the unsuspecting birds, 

Each perch is so fixed that it can 
be drawn down into the ‘‘whare 
through the roof. On the perches 
are placed running nooses of flax, 
and when all is prepared, each Ma- 
ori sits quietly within the ‘‘whare’”’ 
with his flax cord in his hand ready 
to pull at the right moment. 

The call birds are then disturbed 
by means of a long stick, and pré- 
sently a large flock of parrots, 
hearing their cries, whee) down and 
settle with a great chattering in 
the adjacent trees. One by one 
they fly and settle on the perches 
ot the “whare’’ to hold converse 
with the call birds, and when every 
perch is oceupied a Maori gives the 
signal and the nooses are pulled. 
The hubbub of screaming and 
scolding as each perch with its cap- 
tured parrot is drawn down into 
the ‘‘whare’’ can be best imagined. 
It is only equalled by the frantic 
excitement of the Maoris as they 
haul in their captures.

About the Farm

NECESSARY INFORMATION. 


Most farmers can estimate close- 
ly the number of bushels of grain 
raised, and tell fairly accurately 
the number of tons of hay grown, 
but when it comes to the really 
most important income of the farm 
the produce of each cow, it’s all a 
blank, and they say, ‘Oh, I don’t 
know, I get my cheque each month, 
that’s all I care about.” 

While a knowledge of the total 
weight of milk delivered at the 
factory is necessary, it never con- 
veys to the farmer the information 
he stands in need of as to the pro- 
fit made by each cow in the stable. 
That information is absolutely 
necessary to him if he desires to 
consider himself a credit to his pro- 
fession, a first-class, business-like 
dairyman. Otherwise these satis- 
fying totals or delusive averages 
will continue to allow the one or 
two poor cows in_ every herd to 
consume good feed for which no 
profitable return is ever given. 

In many herds where no attempt 
at checking up individual perform- 
ance has been made, there is fre- 
quently to be found a difference of 
$30 to $40 in the earning power of 
the best and poorest cow. Farm- 
ers need to consider that statement 
carefully. In the Dominion are to 
ke found herds, let us say of 12 or 
11 cows, with a fairly good average 
yield of perhaps as high as 5.500 

~ pounds of milk, where the highest 

_ yield is close on to 8,000 pounds of 
milk and 330 pounds of fat; but 
where the lowest yield is only about 
3,700 pounds of milk and 150 pounds 
cf fat. Such comparisons are only 
made possible by noting the actual 
performance of each individual 
cow for her full milking period. 
Weigh and sample regularly and 
make sure that each cow brings in 
good profit.

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HINTS ON BUTTER-MAKING. 


Never dip the fingers into the 

ail while milking. Milk with dry 
ende: Carry the milk to the 
dairy while warm from the cow. It 
must not be allowed to cool before 
straining in the creamery, or put- 
_ ting through the separator. 

Place the cream in a deep earth- 
en vessel, and stir well when ad- 
ding fresh cream. 

Never churn until the last ad- 
ded cream has been mixed twelve 
hours and it has an acid taste and 
a satiny appearance. 

Keep churning room as near 60 
degrees as possible. Never fill the 
churn more than half full of cream. 
Churn_at medium speed. Always 
over the granular butter, one-half 
ounce to the pound for mild, and 
one ounce to the pound for salt 
butter, and one tablespoonful of 
granulated sugar to ten pounds 
of butter. 

Mix the salt and sugar through 
the butter carefully and set away 
jn a dry, cool place for six to 
twelve hours before making up.

NOT FIT TO DRINK. 


Montreal’s Water Declared to be 
Absolutely Dirty. 


A despatch from Montreal says: 
Dr. Henri St. George, City Bac- 
teriologist, has completed his re- 
port in regard to the condition of 
the city’s water, showing it to be 
unfit for drinking. The report of 
Dr. St. George commences by say- 
ing that the city at the present 
time is getting almost all its water 
from the Ottawa River, owing to 
the lowness of the water in the St. 
Lawrence. Samples of the water 
have been taken during the past 
ten days, and the analysis shows 
that the fluid now being provided 
to the city is unhealthy in the ex- 
treme. It is full of vegetable mat- 
ter. Indeed, the condition of the 
supply can be judged from the fact 
that the analysis shows there are 
ne less than 96,000 bacteria in fit 
teen drops of water. In brief, the 
whole tenor of the report is to de- 
clare that the water is absolutely 
dirty.

PRAIRIE FIRES. 


Wide Extent of Country Has Been 
Deyastated. 


A despatch from Winnipeg says: 
Prairie fires are raging in various 
parts of Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan, but details are scarce. One- 
third of the Government Park near 
Wainwright, Alta., was burned, 
but the buffalo are safe. Another 
big fire is rushing towards the park 
at present. Many homesteaders 
in both Alberta and Saskatchewan 
have suffered loss. A 

A despatch from Oak Point, 
Man., says: Fire is raging 32 miles 
north of Oak Point. It was start- 
cal over a week ago on Dog Creek 
Indian Reserve. Since then it has 
burned hundreds of square miles of 
prairie sod and timber. A large 
quantity of hay has already been 
destroyed. Several settlers have 
lost stock, houses and stables, and 
narrowly escaped fearful deaths. 
On three or four days of last week 
the sun was completely hiddén by 
smoke. The whole population in 
that region is greatly alarmed, be- 
cause nothing but heavy rain can 
extinguish the flames. If a lie 
wind arises the whole country be- 
tween Lake Manitoba and Lake 
Winnipeg may become the prey of 
the flames.

Hestings Wihes 
Will be Re-Opened 


Benefits to the Mining Industry 
of this County, Through 
Electric Power. 


The Montreal Daily Star of 


Saturday had the following re- 
liable statement concerning the 
mines of Hastings County :— 


The re-opening of one of the oldest 
goldfields in the Dominion is foresha- 
dowed in a statement made to The 
Star this’ morning by Mr. Thomas 
Southworth, until vecently Super- 
intendent of Colonization for Ontario, 
and at present connected with the 
Delovo Mining and Reduction Com- 
pany, of Hastings county. ie 

Many attempts have made in the 
last half centnry to develop the yel- 
low metal in this old county of 
Central Outario and much money has 
been sunk ip the effort. There is no 
doubt that gold exists in the districts, 
The difficulty has been to extractit on 
#& paying basis. In the past all the de- 
velopment has gone on with coal as 
the course of the motive power. 

Now anew feature has been intro- 
duced by the establishinent of electric 
power plants on the Trent canal, and 
this new feature, it is hoped, will put 
the gold fields on a paying basis. 

Mr, Southworth, who is at the 
Queen’s hotel, told the Star that his 
company, of which Mr. M. J. O'Brien 
is president, owns one of these old 
mines. Upto the present they have 
been using the smelting plant at the 
mine for the reduction of cobalt, and 
silver ores from the Cobalt district. 
They are now introducing water 
power in the working of their re- 
duction plant and hope to make a con- 
siderable saving in that work by the 
substitution. 

‘Looking over the books of the old 
company,” went on Mr, Southworth, 
“I have seen that their costs of min- 
ing have been very great, owing to 
their having to use coal and to bring 
it in by horse. Now in view of the 
great saving we hope to make in runn- 
ing our smelting plunt by the substi- 
tution ot electric power, it seems to 
me that we could reduce the cost of 
refining the gold sufficiently to bring 
it down toa paying basis. After we 
have given the new power alittle 
longer test in our reduction plant, we 
expect to give the matter a trial in 
our own gold.” 

Hastings county, it may be stated, 
is rich in some of the less valuable 
metals, the Jargest corunduui mine in 
the world being situated there, 


Valuable New Minerals. 


The most valuable specimens of 
fluorite, or fluor-spar, discovered iu 
North America, have been taken from 
Madoc township in this county, by 
one of the officers of the geological 
survey. The commoner samples of 
fluorite are of a whitish color, but the 
present speciinens are a beautiful sea 
green. There are also valuable 
samples of celestite got from Lands- 
downe township in Leeds county, 
showing that the mineral wealth of 
this part of Ontario still awaits the 
prospector, 

Flucrite is yaluable in the 
facture of vases, brooches, etc. Celes- 
tite, or native strontium sulphate, in 
color, is white or a delicate blue.

NOVEL FUEL. 


Water-Proofing Was Used by Nan- 
sen in Greenland. 


All the materials that go into the 
making of oilcloth are highly in- 
flamable, but it is seldom that this 
is used as fuel. in crossing the 
great ice-cap of Greenland, some 
twenty years ago, Nansen and nis 
men had much difficulty in getting 
water for any purpose. Every 
drop was frozen, and it took fuel 
to melt the ice and snow. Fuel was 
not to be had from the country, 
and their supply of spirits for burn- 
ing ran low. Whatever of their 
outfitting was found needless had 
ty» be abandoned or put to some 
other use than that for which it 
kad been taken, The extreme cold 
rendered waterproofing useless ex- 
cept for the heat it might supply. 

Although the snow-shoes were 
too valuable to be sacrificed, it was 
desirable that the sledge-loads 
should be reduced if possible. Oil- 
cloth covers had been brought for 
the sleeping-bags, but these were 
found to be unnecessary.. and ‘ac- 
cordingly they were condemned.

The first plank in his p!

says that a hog dearly loves clean 
food and that it will only eat in 
dirty places when it is obliged to 
do so. He has designed troughs 
xc as to absolutely prevent either 
the growing pig or the mature hog 
from contaminating the troughs in 
any way. By the use of broken 
stone and cinders he has made a 
hard feeding ground, this being 
somewhat rounding in contour so 
as to run off the water. In the 
center of this he places his troughs. 
When the ordinary feeding ground 
for the dry grain is wet or muddy 
he shells his corn and feeds it ei- 
ther soaked or dry in the same 
troughs that are used for slopping 
purposes. 

No one will question the sound- 
ness of this philosophy. Hundreds 
<«{ times have we seen hogs up to 
their eyes in mud at feeding time. 
Under such circumstances it would 
not be unreasonable to suppose 
that one-quarter of the weight of 
the material that enters the diges- 
tive tract is filth. It would be a 
yery unusual thing if fever or some 
kind would not result from over- 
loading the stomach in that way.

DUTIES LIGHTER NOW THAN 


IN OLDEN TIMES. 


Resides Holding Inquests He 
fo Value Goods Belonging 
fo Felons, 


Many quaint statements con- 
cerning coroners and their duties 
are contained in the first report of 
the Departmental Committee ap- 
pointed by the British Home Sec- 
retary to enquire into the law re- 
lating to coroners and coroners’ in- 
quests and into the practice in 
coroners courts. 

According to Mr. James Brooke 
Little, the contributor of an ar- 
ticle on coroners to Lord Hals- 
bury’s Eneyclopaedia, the first 
trustworthy knowledge of the cor- 
oner’s office is a direction in 1194 
Ly the Crown to the justices in 
eyre. There are other allusions 
referring to the time of King Al- 
fred, who, said Mr. Little, seemed 
tc have had a predilection for 
hanging his coroners because they 
were unjust. The chief duties of 
coroners now are :— 

To hold inquests on dead bodies. 

To hold inquests on treasure 
trove. 

To act for the sheriff when nec- 
essary.

THE VIKINGS. 


Much more interesting are the 
shield maidens of the Vikings. 
Would that we knew more about 
them personally. The historical 
sugas allude to them, but always, 
so far as I remember, in a matter 
o: fact way, as to male personages. 
One of the very grandest poetic 
sagas is that of the Shield Maiden 
Hi ervor, but even this takes for 
granted nearly everything we parti- 
cularly want to know. She dressed 
as a man, and joined the Vikings.

which forbade this summoning of 
women to war. It seems likely, 
however, that they still turned out 
of their own free will—indeed, the 
practice is not yet extinct, by all 
accounts. 

At the present day, in Europe, 
the Montenegrins and their hered’- 
tary foes of Albania include the 
women among their fighting force 
-—or did, at any rate, a very few 
years ago—before Prince Nicholas 
had organized his army. All de- 
partments of supply were left to the 
wives and daughters; also the re- 
covery and transport of the wound- 
ed.

Assuredly they would 
have followed the old custom, in 
spite of the Prince's reforms, had 
Austria advanced into the Black 
Mountain the other day.

A Million Dollar Blaze at Quebec. 
Great Northern Elevator, Custom House and 
Freight Sheds Burned. 

Quebec, Oct. 17.—A serious 
and extensive conflagration 
occurred in this city on Satur- 
day night last, that swept 
away, in a few hours, property 
valued at over $1,200,000, and 
entailed a loss upon the fire 
underwriters tothe extent of 
about $400,000. The fire isa 
severe blow to the commercial 
interests of Quebec, inasmuch 
as the Great Northern elevator, 
now the property of the 
Mackenzie & Mann system, val- 
ued at $350,000, with 135,000) 
bushels of oats and corn in its 
bins, has been totally destroyed 
together with the immense 
freight sheds on the Point 
A’Carey wharf, including a 
bonded warehouse, and _ the 
Quebee cold storage building, 
burned to the ground. ‘The 
Quebec Custom house is com- 
pletely gutted, and will take 
according to caleulation, $225,- 
000 to rebuild. All the books 
and records of the Goverment 
building are, however, safe. 

The fire originated in the 
conyeyer leading from the 
marine leg to the elevator 
proper, and if this had been 

ed down, as it should have 
een, the conflagration might 
have been Stayed. The fire, 
which was first discovered at 
8.16 p. m., is supposed to have 
been caused by an electric wire 
or overheated bearing.

THE ARMED CAMP 


RP. C. The camp covers some forty 
hectares, and it lies on the slope of 
a long hill facing Numantia, whence 
the Romans could overlook the 
whole Numantian plain and the en- 
emy’s town without themselves be- 
ing seen. 

The location of the Roman camp 
was facilitated by the fact that the 
fortifications are still above the 
general level of the ground and are 
generally well preserved, a fact 
which is ascribed to the absence of 
trees. From a neighboring hill the 
whole line of fortifications can be 
seen, running in straight lines with- 
out regard for the inequalities of 
the soil. 

The gate apertures, flanked by 
powerful towers and covered by 
transverse walls, at a distance, can 
plainly be seen. The walls are two 
and a half metres thick and extend 
for about five kilometres. 


THE BARRACK WALLS 


are partly constructed of large 
blocks of stone, some being as big 
as two metres long by one metre 
high, the material used being easily 
worked limestone found near the 
camp.

Another source of loss is the heat- 
ing of the manure pile. When tthe 
}manure pile heats, nitrogen, the 
most valuable part of the manure} 
passes off in the form of ammonia. | 
It is this compound that gives 
heating manure its peculiar odor. 
The heating of tthe manure pile 
may be largely controlled. Hot} 
fermentation of manure is produc- 
el by the action of minute organ- 
isms (bacteria) which require a lib-| 
eral supply of air for their activity. 
If the manure is compacted so as to 
exclude the air, fermentation can- 
nolt take place very rapidly and the 
temperature cannot rise very high. 
If the manure pile is under cover 
water may be added to the pile te 
help exclude the air and keep the 
temperature down. But care must 
be taken not to add enough to 
waiterlog it. With the air exclud- 
ed, other kinds of bacteria, which 
work in the absence of air, effect 
the decomposition with little or no 
loss of nitrogen. The manure 
should be compacted while fresh, as 
hot fermentation may set up in a 
few hours. 

The main reason why horse ma- 
nure heats more rapidly than cow 
manure 1s thad it is more porous, 
thus admitting of a freer circula- 
tion of atmosphere. Cow manure 
contains more water, which also 
keeps the temperature down. 

The escape of ammonia may be 
prevented by sprinkling gypsum 
ou the layers of the manure pile as 
it is being formed. Acid phosphate

_ The catch on the American side 
is especially discouraging. At Point 
Hope, where twenty-five large 
‘whales were taken last year, only 
‘thirteen were taken this year, and 
‘most of them were small and of lit- 
‘tle value on the Paris market. At 
Icy Cape, where ten or twelve 
whales were killed last year and 
from which point tons of bone were 
shipped, only 400 pounds of poor 
bone was secured this year, 

At Barrow, where tho largest 
whaling village in the world is to 
be found and where over 600 na- 
tives are directly dependent upon 
‘the industry, only eleven whales 
Avere captured and killed. 

Unfortunate as the shore whalers 
were, the deep sea whalers were 
much more so. Owing to the un- 
wertain condition of the bone mar- 
ket during the last Winter only 
five whale ships are at work in the 
Arctic this year, and up to date 

NOT A SINGLE CATCH 
has been made by any of them. 

Unless the whaling fleet now 
bound eastward for the shores of 
Banks Land has phenomenal suc- 
cess, it is doubtful if more than 
15,000 pounds of bone will be mar- 
keted on the Pacific coast this year. 
Paradoxical as it may seem, this 
shortage in whalebone may prove 
to be a great blessing for the whal- 
ing industry. 

Last year the American market 
was swamped with 200,000 pounds 
of bone above its normal needs, for 
which, owing to a phenomenal 
catch, made by Norwegian whal- 
ers. there was no market abroad.
